T is significant that while the 
whole story of the Exodus from 
Egypt is woven around the 
figure of Moses, the Hagada does 
not even mention his name. On 
Passover we see only the finger 
of God in human history, to 
emphasise God’s concern in man’s 


_well being. When Moses first heard 
the voice. of God. calling to him. 


from the burning bush, that voice 
spoke not of abstruse philosophy or 
theological creed—but of the task 
of freeing an enslaved people: 
“| have seen the affliction of My 
people in Egypt ... yea, I know 
their sorrow ; 
down to deliver them.” Thus there 
is a two-way relationship revealed 


between God and Israel; and a 
famous 


Chassidic teacher des- 
cribed it by saying that God called 
the festival the “Feast. of 
Unleavened Bread,’ in compli- 
ment to Israel’s. loyalty, while 
Israel called it “ Pesach” in recog- 
nition of God's mercy in redeem- 
ing them. | 


THIS duality mirrors the — basic 


theme of the festival—freedom. 


“Let My people go, that they may 
serve Me,” was the message 
brought. to Pharaoh. Throwing 
off their physical shackles was only 
the prerequisite physical condition 
that would enable: them to. serve 
God. When the oppression of 
Egypt was removed from off them, 
they were to pass from the degrad- 
ing bondage of Pharaoh to the 
elevating service of God. It was 


not only a “ going forth” but also 


a “bringing up.” Freedom from 


slavery 1S,,In a sense, only a nega- 
tive achievement. Freedom for 
what.?—-is the more important, the 
more -constructive question. Of 
course, It is also. more challenging. 
How many nations abuse their 
freedom!“ O Liberty! How many 
crimes

MORE PAY FOR HEBREW 
TEACHERS 


Increase backdated to beginning of year

Most teachers employed by the London Board of Jewish Religious 


Education have been

Headmasters of religion classes are to receive allowances ranging trom 
3s. 6d. to 6s. an hour, according to the number of children under their 


control. 

These increases were approved by 
the Board at its budget meeting held 
at Woburn House, W.C.,. last week. 
Student teachers and those who have 
served the Board less than four years 
will not receive increases. 

Those teachers. wha have. served 
for four years and up to eight years 
will now receive 10s. 9d. an hour on 
the basic scale ; 12s. 3d. on the inter- 


mediate diploma scale: 13s. 6d. on 
the Diploma “ B™ scale ; and 14s. 6d, 
on. the Diploma “A” scale. Those 


with under. twelve years’ service. wil 
receive on the same scales Ils. 9d.; 
Lm. 
A. new section for 
tweive years” service has been incor- 
porated into the salary structure, and 
these. teachers. within the same scales, 
will receive 12s. 3d.; 9d. 
and. 16s, an hour... The increases will 
be backdated to January 1, 1961.

It is always interesting to see what 
an artist does when he reaches 
maturity. _Has he said everything he 
has to say ? Will he repeat himself ?

Denigration of leadership alleged

The view that the Chief Rabbi had 
denigrated the status of the Glasgow 
Jewish Representative Council in 
recent letters to both the Council and 
the Shechita Board was expressed by 
Mr. Joseph Woolfson, a past-President, 
of the Council, at a delegate meeting 
held at the Jewish Institute last week. 

And Mr. Philip Jacobson, the Presi- 
dent-elect; declared that the Repre- 
sentative Council had every right to 
be concerned with vita] matters 
relating to the local Beth Din. 

Mr. Jacobson was speaking during 
a debate as to whether a statement 
submitted. by the Executive of the 

~ Council to the Chief Rabbi when he 
visited Glasgow last November for 
the purpose of discussing the consti- 
tution of the Beth Din and other 
communal problems, and Dr. Brodie’s 
reply to a letter sent to him. by the 
Executive shotld be released ‘to. the 


Press. 
Mr. Edward Woolfson, who pre- 
sided, said that the majority of the 


Executive Committee had felt that 
those documents should. be published. 
By 19 votes to 13. the Council 
approved of this course being taken. 

The statement which was presented 
to the Chief Rabbi said that the mem- 
bers of the Executive were concerned 


over the problem of the relationship 


of the Glasgow Jewish clergy to each 
other, and its effect on the local cem- 
munity.

An appeal to the Soviet authorities 
concerning the position of ‘Soviet 
Jewry was contained in a resolution 
adopted after a four-hour meeting 
held here with the participation of 
political . leaders, journalists, and 
writers, including Protestants, 
Catholics, and Jews. The crowded 
meeting was held in the large hall of 
the Itahan Press Association. 


The conference passed a resolution 
urging the Soviet authorities to with- 
draw the ban on opening Jewish 
schools, theatres, and newspapers. It 
called for intervention by the central 
Soviet authorities to suppress anti- 
Jewish. publications which have 
recently appeared in the Soviet Press. 
Finally, the conference urged that 
Jews desiring to emigrate for the 
purpose of joining their relatives 
should be permitted to do so. 


The meeting was opened by Pro- 
fessor Arangio Ruiz, President of the 
-Jtalo-Israel Friendship Association. 
The main address was delivered by 
the writer, Francois Feito, who said 
that while the Stalinist terror had 
passed, uneasiness and discrimination 
still dominated Jewish life in the 
U.S.S.R. 

Mr. Daniel Carpi, of Israel, spoke 
on the history of Jewish culture in 
the Soviet Union, its blossoming after

He refused, and one of the 
soldiers struck him on the head 
with ‘a rifle, knocking him to the 
ground. As he lay covered in 
blood,.the soldiers opened fire and 
began to fill in the trench while 
some of the victims were still alive.

To overcome the main handicap 
to Jewish education—pupils attend- 
ing State schools in the morning 
and Jewish schools in the afternoon 
or vice versa—the idea was mooted 
of combining secular and Jewish 
studies. 

The experiment was first tried in 
the provinces and proved highly 
successful. Cordoba, Tucuman, and 
the town of Mendoza now have 
flourishing Jewish “integrated ” 
elementary schools in which secular 
education is given. The problem 
of retaining pupils has effectively 
been solved. 

In these schools Yiddish has had 
to be sacrificed and Hebrew teach- 
ing stressed. The new school year 
began the other day with. the 


inauguration of the first class of: 


the Hebrew High School of the new 
type, a noteworthy event in Jewish 
educational endeavour in. Argen- 
tina. 

‘A. similar schoo] was opened at 
the same time in Olivos, a wealthy 
-suburb of Buenos Aires, where live 
some 5,000 Jewish families. It 1s 
sponsored by. the Argentine-Israel 
Cultural Institute. Again, Yiddish 
is. to go by the board, being 
replaced by English, and Hebrew 
and Spanish will be taught. . The 
school will provide an. alternative 
to the. many foreign ‘schools which 
are attended by hundreds of Jewish 
children. 

Struggle for survival 

There is: no. doubt that Jewish 
education in Argentina is engaged 
in a struggle for. survival, 
educationists are now realising that 
it-is wiser to adapt Jewish schools 
to changing local conditions instead 
of ensuring their demise: by 
stubborn. attachment to obsolete 
patterns. 

Assimilation js widespread among 
Jewish youth here, but the new type 
of school does provide some appor- 
tunity of bringing Jewish instruc.

the parent is rare who says “to me,” and implies 

and not to his children.” The very fact that 
the majority of Jewish parents seem anxious that 
their offspring should receive some kind of Jewish 
education is evidence of their concern for. the 
future of Judaism. 


The “simple” parent, easy going and easily 
satisfied, is more prevalent. Such parents are 
inclined to let their children “have their fling,” 
even if this is in the nature of religious exuber- 
ance. In some cases the Jewish penchant for 
spoiling the child is exercised to the full, “the 
little ones, bless them,” being allowed to disrupt 
the household ‘in changing or attempting to 
change the whole way of life of their parents. 
Teachers bear a heavy responsibility here and, 
to their credit, most of them are fully aware of. 
the dangers in allowing a young child to believe 
that he is better than his parents. The. most 
serious difficulties are those of a third type of 
parent, whose children know only too well“ how 
to ask.” but who are bitterly frustrated by their 


own total inability to answer: (The tendency in 


all too many cases is to throw up the hands in 
despair. Not a-few-parents have been heard to 
say something like this: “It is all very. well for 
my children to be taught how to live Jewishly, 
and | am delighted. to witness their fluency in 
Grace after meals and kiddush, but I: see only 
too clearly that the gap between us is widening 


religiously reasonable. 


Obviously the ideal solution is for parents to 
become “wise,” full of the knowledge of the 
“statutes, judgments, and testimonies which the 
Lord our God commanded But the 
acquisition of wisdom is a gradual and painful 
process. Perhaps the recognition of the gradual- 


ness of the process is a pointer towards the 


solution of the problem. Teachers can help by 
treating this matter’ with the tact and delicacy 
it deserves. A distinguished modern rabbi has 


-urged teachers to stress the idea of mitzva (good 


deed) rather than avera (sin) in attempting to 
convey the riches of Jewish tradition to their 
young charges. They should be trained to look 
upon Jewish observances as good deeds, the more 
of which one carries out the better. But they 
should not be encouraged to look upon. their 


parents as sinners if they fall short of the highest 


standards of observance. 


Parents,:on the other hand, can make their 
contribution by trying to appreciate more of the 
beauty and value of Judaism, so that Jewish 
observance becomes a delight willingly to be 
shared with one’s children, © Passover is mani- 
festly the. occasion in the Jewish year when, in 
the words of Malachi, “the heart of the fathers 
(shall be turned] to the children, and the heart 
of the children to their fathers.” 7 


ALCERIAN JEWRY'S 
‘DILEMMA 


The. opening of talks between the. French 
authorities and the Algerian F.L.N. is a reminder 
that ‘Algerian Jews will soon be faced. with diffi- 
cult decisions. The. 130,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity in Algeria has been settled there since 
Hellenistic times, long before the Arab conquest. 


It enjoyed great opportunity under French rule, 


and. must now decide its response to imminent 
change. So far, experience in newly independent 
Arab States has been. discouraging, in both 
Eastern and Western Arab worlds, It does not 
appear too promising in Algeria, whose leaders 
have been associated with the more “ militant” 
wing. of Afro-Asian nationalism, have already 
taken up a rabidly anti-Israel stand, and have 
proclaimed their intention of refusing to recognise 


the French citizenship of Algerian Jews. Though - 


some observers hope that they. may mellow with 
power, and adopt the liberal attitude . shown 
towards the Jews by President Bourguiba, the 
position of the Jews is bound to be precarious. 


~ 


The French authorities have promised the Jews_ 


the full pretection which will be granted to all 
other French subjects, and would naturally desire 
them to remain in Algeria. But here again, no 


one can be quite sure how far the French 


authorities will be effectively able to help, or how 
far they will be willing to strain their limited 
powers. No one doubts the sincerity and good 


will of President de Gaulle and his colleagues, 


but Jews are naturally apprehensive of future 
vicissitudes. The Jewish community in France 
and the Jewish Agency have been understandably 
reluctant to give even the appearance of encourag- 
ing large-scale “ desertion’ of Algerian Jews to 
‘the Prench mainland or fsrael under these cir- 
cumstances. But while it is to be hoped that a 
general exodus will prove unnecessary, some Jews 
may wish to leave Algeria, and Jewish organisa- 
tions would do well to be prepared to come to 
their assistance. 


~FOUR QUESTIONS 


“Why is this conference different from al} 
other Anglo-Jewish conferences?” the reader 
might be excused for asking as he makes his 
way through the report on the annual conference 
of the British Zionist Federation. “At all other 
conferences they pass resolutions on Soviet Jewry’s 
plight ; at all other conferences they discuss neo- 
Nazism; at all other conferences they discuss 
Jewish education.” The reader, and still more 
the audience, might well have believed themselves 
at the Board of Deputies. Proceedings of this 
kind, however valuable in themselves, go little 
of the way towards providing a raison d'étre for 
a Zionist organisation. Surely this burning ques- 
tion of identity should have been at the centre of 
the discussion? Jewish day schools are clearly 
a worth-while project. If that is to be the sole 
content of English Zionism, that should be clearly 
stated. If there are to be other functions, they 
should be enumerated. One would have hoped 
to hear the recent World Zionist Congress dis- 
cussed more fully, but the conference, like the 
Congress, preferred to restrict itself to largely 
uncontroversial “safe” topics. The inescapable

and viewers. If it were possible to 
prevent these statements being published, instead 
of exacting apologies and withdrawals afterwards, 


everyone would stand to gain. How far this is. 


possible is another question. In nine cases out 


of ten, the very doubt whether a statement could 


conceivably be criticised on the grounds that it 


~ might cause prejudice would be enough to prevent 


its utterance. . It remains to. be seen, therefore, 
how effective the new “preventive” public 
relations officer of the Parkes Library and Council 
of Christians and Jews—-whose appointment is 
repotted elsewhere in these columns—is likely to 
be, and how far his work will not unavoidably. 
duplicate that of defence activities, in particular 


those of the Board of Deputies, whose appoint- 


ment of a new public relations and defence 
officer will shortly be announced. But good will 


is never wasted, and we are. certain that the 


ingenuity and noble purpose of the new officer 
and his sponsors will find valuable practical 
expression one way or the other. 


WELCOME GUESTS: 


It is pleasant to know that the American Jewish 
Chaplain in Britain received such an overwhelm- 
ing response to an advertisement which he 
inserted in THE Jewish CHRONICLE. He asked 
that U.S.A. Servicemen in this country might 
receive invitations to spend the Seder nights in 
Jewish homes here. And in reply to this advertise. 
ment he received ten times the number of invita- 
tions expected or required. This is a response 
that is worthy of the time-honoured traditions of 
the Festival. At the beginning of the Seder ser- 
vice occur those stirring words which are so 
characteristic of the spirit of our celebration - 
“Let all who are hungry come in and eat: let 
all who require come in and celebrate the Pass- 
over.” Hospitality to the stranger is one of the 
pre-eminent virtues in the Jewish code of religious 
and ethical duty. Its practice in this particular 
instance will bring true happiness to giver and 
receiver alike. As they converse together on this 
Passover eve, both hosts and guests will benefit 
from the mutual exchange. They will learn about 
each ‘other’s ways of life and thought, and bring 


into closer unison the freedom-loving lands on 


either side of the Atlantic.

Our educationists must be 
au. fait with general pedagogical 
developments, and. be. prepared to 
introduce pilot schemes to Hebrew 
teachers as education inspectors ‘in 
day schools.

A religious

Martin Buber and Christianity. By

One of the difficulties, if not 


dangers, of a dialogue conducted by 
exponents of different religions, par- 


ticularly when it is conducted in such 


friendly and sympathetic terms as the 
present Christian-Jewish dialogue, is 
that they may end by saying that they 
all really mean the same thing. True, 
this is a more satisfactory situation 
than that which occurred in_ the 
Middle Ages, when one. set of pro- 
tagonists was often defeated before 
the debate had really started and 
might, unless they retracted, have to 
face the direst consequences. But it 
runs a new kind of risk, that genuine 
convictions may become blurred or. 
diluted in the attempt to reach an 
agreed conclusion. 


Theological polemics 


The present book provides a clear 
example of this kind of tendency. It 
represents a serious attempt on the 
part of a Roman Catholic theologian 
to show that a proper understanding 
of: Judaism, particularly its Prophetic 
element. must. inevitably lead to an 
acceptance of the central doctrine of: 
This view has been 
forced on the author's mind by a 
study of the works of Martin Buber, 
particularly “Two Types of Faith.” 

As is the case with many Christian 
‘thinkers ‘the original standpoint of 
this book made a deep impression 
He contends 
that Buber’s “prophetic religioti,” 
claiming to have grown up as the 
result of a people’s experience of the 
Divine, is meaningless, “is immobil- 
ised and cruelly isolated” by its 
refusal to contemplate “a transcen- 
dent. fulfilment of culmination.” 

Much else is said in the present 
‘book about the early influence 
exercised on Buber’s mind by the 
writings of Karl Marx and the socialist 
movement in Germany, and its effect 
in making him stress the social and 
human aspect of. Jewish religious 
teaching. None of this helps very 
much, however, for the Jewish reader, 
at any rate, is left with the impression 
that a Roman Catholic theologian, 
with the best will m- the world, is 
unable to appreciate or fully under- 
stand a religious outlook which by 

its very nature excludes any doctrine 
of imearnation and seeks salvation 


through action in the existential world -

There is the usual tendency to 
overstress the eschatological element 
in past-Exthe Judaism at the expense 
of the Rabbinic, of which Dr. Parkes 
has given a masterly analysis in his 
pamphlet, “A. Reappraisal of the 
Christian Attitude to Judaism.” 
Nevertheless this brilliant little book 
offers. a challenge to certain aspects 
of contemporary Jewish thought and 
some of its criticisms, particularly 
those referring to the modern ten- 
dency (not absent from Buber’s work) 
to treat the “ Land” (i.e., Israel) as a 
“dogma,” contain much that could 
lead to Jewish self-searching. We arc. 
after all, only at the begiraing of the 
dialogue and the first, uncertain steps 
are bound to be ne most difficult.

savoury if a little onion is grated 
on it just before cooking (onion 
becomes unpleasant if left grated 
overnight),

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Annual Beauty from Packets 


By M. H. WEBBER, F.R.HLS. 


For the price of a packet of 
cigarettes you. can buy enough seed 

the average garden. 
are those plants’ which 
complete their life cycle one 
season. They are divided into hardy 
(those which are best sown in the 
open garden where they are to flower) 
and half-hardy (sown in boxes in the 
greenhouse and transplanted” into 
their flowering quarters when the 
danger of frost has passed). 

Dig the beds well. in advance, 
adding a little general fertiliser if 
compost is not available, and then 
allow the beds to settle. Tread and 
rake until the finest “tilth” (texture) 


is achieved. Seed may be sown from 


the end of March in the south to the 


end of April in the north, te give the 


maximum season of bloom. 

The three essentials for good 
germination of the seeds are warmth, 
air, and moisture. Choose a calm 
day for sowing. and to save work 
later on. sow as thinly as possible. It 
is usually 10 to 14 days. before any 
Keep the beds free 

rom weeds and do not allow the soil 
to suffer from drought. Constant 
watering should be avoided, however, 
as it encourages the roots to come to 
the surface instead of going down in 
to the earth. ; 

The first thinning out should leave 
two or three inches between each 


plant. Gradually thin to the distances 


recommended on the packets. If seed 


is sown in rows the rows must be 


really. straight. It is better to sow 
in drifts or patches. While an entire 
bed may be devoted to annuals they 
may be used to fill up any vacant 
spaces in the garden—in the borders, 
as edgings, or even in the rockery. 

Sow in “John Innes” or the new 
“ Soilless”. composts, gradually 
hardening-off the plants to get 
them used to the open weather. Do 
this by ——e the windows of the 
frame or greenhouse. Frosts will not 
normally occur after the middle. of 
May and so after that date the plants 
may be transplanted into their per- 
manent quarters which have been 
already prepared. 

The flowered packets are so numer- 
ous and attractive that you will have 


no difficulty in choosing, but do avoid | 


having a pinch of everything. It ts 
far better to make a display with just 
a few of the many possible varieties.

=" ‘ only in the last 30 years, 
and especially since 1945, that 
weightlifting developed into a 
cientific and most exacting sport. 
In addition to strength the sport 
requires concentration, — speed, 
co-ordination, suppleness, courage, 
and over-all fitness. Weightlifting 
champions are made, not born ; it 
takes years of constant framing and 
application to become a champion. 
Everybody has, in the main, poten- 
fal streneth which can be 


- developed by means of judicious 
‘weight-traiming. The basis of 
weightlifting is the elimination of 


all muscular weaknesses, and 
part of. the body has to be trained. 
No wonder the ideal weightlifter 
has usually, from the . aesthetic 
point of view, a most pleasing 
figure:

hours in cafés, these young men 
and women feel almost at home in- 
the Greenwich Village cellars, and 
some even recite “ beat” poetry, or 
become waiters or waitresses in 
order not to starve until Holly- 


wood discovers them. 


Instances of overt antisemitism in 
the “ Village” are fairly unusual. 
In the first place, the resident Jews 
form too large a group for it to be 
eflective. Also, since the inhabitants 
pride themselves on being a cut 
above the average intelligence, the 
seeds of antisemitism fall on stony 
ground. 


It is impossible to gauge the 
precise influence Judaism exerts on 
its Bohemian religionists. Most of 
them, ranging in ages between 20 
and 30, are the products of fairly 
assimilated or semi-assimilated 
homes, and have negligible ties 
to Judaism. Being artists, how- 
ever, they have one unusual advan- 
tage over U.S.A. Jewry’s rank and 
file. They can, and often do, 
appreciate the xsthetic impetus in 
their culture. Yet materially suc- 
cessful or not, the Jewish experi- | 
ment in Bohemia is replete with 
many interesting overtones. Some 
of the rabbis in the “ Village,” to. 
whom I spoke, say : “ Certainly 
an intensification of 
Judaism among the residents.” 
Others state that there is a meeting- 
ground where art, in its hydra-like 
ramifications, can prove reconcil- 
able with the intrinsic demands of 
Judaism. Some blush at the mere 
mention of Jewish existence in the 
“ Village’; others welcome Jewish 
Bohemia as a sign of the integra- 
tion of the Jew in the American 
way of life. 

In. response to. those who 
prescribe liquidation for Jews in an 
environment such as Greenwich 
Village, Helen Goldberg offers 
the following rejoinder: “I still 
remember from-Hebrew school my 
teacher was always telling us that 
Jews managed to survive and even 
thrive in the most unlikely situa- 
tions. The arid terrain of the 
‘Village’ surely is not the worst 
that could have happened to Jews | 
and Judaism. It is merely another 
place of flight.

DAGHESTAN BLOOD-LIBEL 


Sin—Having read the article 
“ Revival of Blood-Libel in 
Daghestan,” published recently in 
your paper, I consider it my duty 


“to comment on the issue raised. As 


correspondent of the New York 
“Morning Freiheit” in the Soviet 
Union, | visited Daghestan recently 
to get a first-hand account of the life, 
social status, and culture of the 
Mountain Jews. My. experiences 
there are diametrically opposed to the 
inferences suggested in your article. 

The letter by a certain D. 
Makhmudov. which prompted the 
article in, THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 
was actually published on August 9 
of last year in thé Buinaksx news- 
paper “Kommunist.”: It 
old fabrications concerning Jewish 
religious rites, which. were circulated 
before the Revolution. 

I beg to assure you that. the 
appearance of Makhmudov’s letter 
was universally denounced by the 
local population. I spoke with many 
people in Buinaksk, Derbent, and 
Makhachkala, including representa- 
tives of the Moslem clergy. They all 
were indignant and expressed sur- 
prise at the letter having ever 
the newspaper. The 


with equal force: the editors of the 
Buinaksk newspaper issued a State- 
tnent in the very next issue (August 


11) acknowledging their oversight and 


apologising to the teaders. 

The Soviet Constitution explicitly 
prohibits. the fanning of national 
enmity, while the’ Soviet Criminal 
Code provides for strict. punishment, 
including. imprisonment: It

share some impressions of my. visit 
to the Republic. 7 

In Tsarist days the Mountain Jews 
were an oppressed, impoverished, 
backward people. Very few of them 
could read or write. In Soviet times 
they have progressed tremendously, 
which I could sec for myself during 
my visit to Makhachkala, Buinaksk, 
Derbent, and several mountain vil- 
lages. There are more than 30,000 
Mountain Jews in Daghestan, they 
speak the Tat language and profess 
the Jewish faith. That is all their: 
difference from the other Caucasian 
peoples among whom they have lived 
for more than 2,000 years. Together 


with all the peoples of Daghestan, - 


the Mountain Jews are active in the 
Republic’s economic, political, and 
cultural life. There are among them 
industrial workers, farmers, civil 
servants, teachers, and doctors. 

In Buinaksk, Sarra Izghiyayeva, a 
worker at a local factory, said to me: 
Naturally,.some people are better 
off, others worse. But one thing | 
can say-for sure is that the Mountain 
Jews here in Buinaksk are no worse 
off than the other inhabitants of the 
city, you have probably seen 
for yourself that the people here 
have no cause for complaint.” 

The same goes for Derbent, where 
some 15,000 Mountain Jews live. 
There are four collective farms 


. around the city, three of them made 


up mostly of Mountain Jews. They 
cultivate. vineyards, which surround. 


the: city on all sides, and engage in 


dairy, vegetable, and poultry farm- 
ing, netting the farms millions. of 
roubles. | 

As equals-in the fraternal family of 
Soviet peoples, the Mountain Jews 
enjoy all the boons and achievements 
of socialist society. They have 


extensive. opportunities for develop- . 


ing their national culture. For the 
first time in two millenniums the Tats 
have received a written language of 
In Soviet times many 
works of fiction have been. written 
in the language: of the Mountain 


‘ Jews and they occupy a worthy place 


in the multi-national literature of 
Daghestan. Last year two volumes of 


stories by Misha Bakhshiyev, a 
literary almanac, a _ collection of 


verse by Sion Izghiyayev, a book of 
short stories by Khizgill Avshalumovy, 
the selected works of Yuno Semyonov, 
and. other books were published in 
the Tat language. The Makhachkala 
State Publishing House also publishes 
Russian translations of books by 
Mountain Jewish authors.

JERUSALEM 
More than four hundred bronze 


and ivory objects dating back to the 


Chalcolithic period (between 4000 
and 1500 x.c.£.) have been found in 
one of the caves near the Dead Sea 
by a team of archeologists led by 
Mr. Yosef Amiram, who are taking 


part in Dr. Yigal Yadin’s expedition. 


Mr. Amiram said that both in 
quantity and quality the discover 
was the best ever made in_ Israel. 
The archeologists have dubbed the 
place where they discovered the 
objects “ Treasure Cave.” 

The bronze objects found include 
mace heads, tools, such as chisels and 
hammers, and jars, some of which are 
decorated with, figures of animals. 
The ivories include horns pierced 
with holes, and some other objects 
yet to be identified. .Among these is 
a large ivory box—described as 
“extraordinarily beautiful,” 

The treasures were found about 
four and a half feet below the surface 
of the cave... They are: thought to 
date back to a. period about 2000 
years before Jewish settlement in this 
country. They are similar to ‘the 
discoveries. made by the French 
archeologist, Jean Perrot. who found 
a Chalcolithic village in the Beer- 
sheba area.

will have to pay increased taxes when — 


they buy. their tickets, according to a 
proposal just approved by the Knesset 
Finance Committee. 

The tax on a single ticket amounts 
to 45 per cent of the price. In 
addition, would-be travellers — will 
have to pay [£80 (about £15) en all 
sailing tickets and 1£100 (about £20) 
on all air tickets, bought in Israeli 


currency. A 40 per cent tax will be 


payable on all return tickets, Israelis 
buying tickets in foreign currency 
will only be subject to a five per 
cent tax. |
